Tramp to Ottawa, 

Aurora, III., Aug. 17.— [Special. |—Aurora 
has had the appearance of being a huge mill 
tary camp today. Armed troops have been 
arriving all day long, formmmg in line and 
marching through the streets to the sound of 
bugle and drum.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Fire insurance companies having departments 
in Chicago report a more satisfactory condition in 
a business way than was the case at this time last 
year. Losses have been fewer in number and less 
destructive than was the case during the first 
five and oné-half months in 1804. At the corre- 
sponding period a year ago fire insurance losses 
in the United States had been greater by one- 
third than they have been up to the present time. 
In Chicago the condition of affairs is much more 
satisfactory than it was twelve months ago, and 
while premium receipts have not been so heavy 
as during the other period, losses have been 
enough smaller to make an appreciable difference 
in the ratio of losses to premiums: Chicago had 


of August, 1804, which caused a total loss of 
$2,500,000. There have been some expensive fires 
during the present year, but they have by no 
means equaled those of a year ago 

‘Notwithstanding the apparent bettering of the 


nies, said a manager yesterday, there will. be 
no money in the business during the present year. 
Some companies will come out with an apparent 
profit on underwriting, but there will be many 
which will show a loss in this department of the 
companies’ business. One would be inclined to 
think a fire insurance would have little 
outside of underwriting upon which to make 
profit. One case, for example, is that of a. New 
York company, which, has assets amounting to 
$7,000,000, while the capital stock is only $1,000,- 
000. This company has succeeded in getting a 
return of 5 per cent upon its surplus, or a total 
of $350,000 in a year. This company does not 
make a dollar from underwriting, but will only 
come out even on that department. It could pay 
dividends of. 20 per cent and still have $150,000 
at the end of each year to add to its surplus. 

‘The machinery is expensive to run if there is 
nothing to be gained except the interest upon the 
money. However, there is always the possibility 
of a good year when the company will make a big 
profit on underwriting. On the other hand there 
is the chanee of heavy losses, which will eat up 
the surplus which been accumulating for 
years, Statigtics will prove more money is lost 
in underwri than is made in it. While some 
companies succeed in making big profits, others 
lose money and continue to lose it until capital 
and surplus is extausted the company is

When the New England Insurance Exchange re- 
assembles in September it is probable that the prac- 
} thee of declaring rates off will come in for severe 
criticism, Some hold that it is bad policy ever to 
declare rates off—that they should be established 
in every case and every company should have a 
chance to write a risk if it desires. 

The method of the Factory Insurance Association 
in securing business through the proneness to call 
A rate off is the subject of no little criticism. It 
is charged that representatives of the assoctation 
approach parties who improved their risks and 
brought them up to the standard and made tradc 
to write them at, say, 20 or 25 cents. Then they 
go into the exchange and upon the plea of competi+ 
tion buy the mutual and induce that body to call 
the rates off or that particular property. This being 
done they quietly scoop the risk for the associa- 
tion. Some of the companies do not like that ar- 
rangement and propose to put an end to It. 

The Hon. John C. Linehan, Insurance Commis- 
sioner of New Hampshire, has received a communi- 
cation from one of the officers of the North Amerit- 
can Guagantee company of Montreal asking him 
if he was legally qualified to receive the service 
which was made upon him a few days ago by the 
Dover National Bank, now in the hands ot a re- 
ceiver. The bond of Cashier Abbott of that bank, 
who was a defaulter, was guaranteed by the 
Montreal company for $20,000, and payment tor 
some cause having been refused the bank brought 
suit against the Montreal company, serving the 
papers upon Commissioner Linehan in accordance 
with a provision of the New Hampshire law. 

Col. Linehan states that Mr. Pillsbury was In- 
surance Commissioner in 1881, when the Montreal 
company was admitted to New Hampshire, but so 
long as that compahy continues to do business in 
the State the Insurance Commissioner, whoever 
he may be, is authorized to receive service in any 
case which may be brought by New Hampshire 
parties against that company. The Montreal com- 
pany, which is one of the largest of the kind in 
America, is going to fight the suit of the Dover 
Pank upon the question of law.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 17.— [Special.] The 


Democratic county convention today was 
marked by wild scenes of turmoil and dis- 
order. It has been a clean cut defeat for 
Senator Brice, whose cohorts upon defeat on 
the floor of the convention seceded from that 
body and organized a rump convention for 
the purpose of electing delegates to the Demo- 
cratic State convention to be held at Spring- 
field next week. Asa result of today’s con- 
vention there will be two délegations sent 
from this county to Springfield. 2 

The sensation of the day was sprung just 
after the election of Alfred Whittaker for 
Chairman by a majority of four over James 
Lawrence, the Brice lieutenant. Mr. Law. 
rence sought to have the delegates to Spring- 
field elected by popular vote of the conven- 
tion instead of by the selection of a commit. 
tee of seven whose duties it should be to 
select the Springfield delegathoa. Chairman 
Whittaker’s rulings showea no mercy to the 
Brice contingent and elicited from Mr, Law- 
rence the excited exclamation: 

‘You may override the minority here, but 
this will not be the end of it.“ 

A vote was called tor and thé motion for 
the appointment of the committee was. car- 
ried. Call the wards!” Call the wards!’’ 
shouted a delegate. C. M. Leblond appealed 
from the decision of the Chair. A call of the 
wards was not made at once and 100 people 
made a wild ru-h fortnestage. They ar ap 
up and down like wild men and shouted as 
though they would lift t roof. Whittaker 
was as pale as a ghost.

| which comes frem conscious strength, They 


showed it ts reélecting Mr. Gully, a Radical 


opponent Speaker of the House; an act of 
magnanimity which our Mr. Speaker Crisp | 
has ever since been trying to understand and 
cannot. They showed it in their statement 
about Ireland. They have shown it with more 
dovbdtful judgment in their handling of the 
Chinese and Armeaian questions. In all these 
matters Lord Salisbury seems to have said to 
himself, it is excellent to have a giant’s 
strength but tyrannous to use it like a giant. 
Altogether, the political and parliamentary 
events of the week in England are extremely 
interesting. and the true meaning of their 
work is well worth ascertaining. 
The Speakership Question. 

The Speakership is a far more important 
matter than it may seem at first sight. There 
has never been such a situation before. Mr. 
Gully was chosen last session as a Radical by 
and ae the result of a 
Radical cabal. If ever there were good 
grounds fer declining to reélect a Speaker the 
overwhelming Conservative majority of the 


| present House had it. But the tradition and 


practice of the House of Commons made the 
Speakership a non-partisan office. When Mr. 
Gully had once been elected he ceased to be 
a Radical. 

He became Speaker “ei of the majority, but 
of the whole House. He showed himself capa- 
ble and impartial. If the Unionists had re- 
jected him, as no doubt Mr. Balfour was at 
one time disposed to do, and put in a nom- 
inee of their own they would have set a dis- 
astrous precedent. They would have reversed 
the tradition. They would have given the 
next Radical majority a pretext for turning 
out Mr. Gully’s successor. The Speakership 
would thus become the plaything of party. 
The ancient dignity of the office would have 


| departed and by degrees the Speaker might 


have become what he is with us, the mere in- 
strumenf of a majority for doing the. will of 
the majority. Now, on the contrary, the Union- 
ist leaders have unalterably established and 
reaffirmed the home parliamentary doctrine 
end the authority of the Speaker as the in- 
strument of the will of the whole House is 
stronger than ever. Mr. Crisp will have 
to make an effort to grasp the fact that 
while the American method may be the bet- 
ter for the Americans the English probably 
know best what is best for themselves. 
Policy of the Irish Nationalists. 
Ireland was not mentioned in the Queen’s 
speech, but as her habit is she contrived to 
mention herself without much delay. It is 
her misfortune to be represented in the House 
of Commons by meh not one of whom has 
the gift of leadership or of statesmanship. 
The situation is such that even a clever poli- 
ticlan ought to be able to see that 
but one reasonable and politic course 
lay before them. They are a parliamentary 
such they can only hope to 
attain their needs by parliamentary means, 
and their sole hope of a parliamentary ma- 


jority ie, as Lord Rosebery told them last 


year, to bring Eogland over to their views and 
turn the tremendous English majority against 
them into a minority. In the last Parliament 
the English majority against home rule was 
71. in the present Parliament it is three or 
four times that. Theplain policy of the Irish 
Nationalists is therefore to do what they can 
to convert the predoninant partner. At least 
they need not wantonly offend English senti- 
mentand increase English prejudice against 
them and theit cause.. 

But that is precisely what they begin by 
doing. ‘They start out on dynamite and sev. 
enty-seven Irish Nationalists vote that Daly 
isa suitable member for Limerick and ought 
to be admitted to the Hduse. Daly is a con- 
victed and, beyond doubt, justly convicted 
dynamiter now languishing in a British dun- 
geon. The whole body of Irish home-rulers 
voted to transfer him from Portland prison, 
where he is usefully engaged in picking 
oakum, to the floor of the House of Commons 
to help make laws for the British empire. 
They identify the cause of home rule with 
dynamite. Of couese they are playing to the 
Irish gallery. Irish patriots choose to con- 
sider dynamite a legitimate political weapon. 
I say it is the English and not the Irish 
gallery which the Irish ought to play to. 
Their sole hope lies there, but they neglect 
this elementary obligation of practical 
politics in order to please their physical force 
party at home. — 

So with the Tanner incident. The inflamma- 
ble littie doctor, who teprerents Mid Cork, 
is allowed by his colleagues to call one of 
4hem, not an English opponent, but an Irish 
home ruler, a liar, ana when suspended for 
this gross offense to defiy the House and the 
Speaker. The Sergeant-at-Arms has to re- 
move him, and as he goes he shouts Judas 
at Mr. Chamberlain. In short, he disgusts 
the House and the English people. It was 
Mr. Gladstone who told his Ii ish friends last 
year that they could not expect England to 
believe in their capacity to govern their own 
country if they could not govern thomselves 
or the Nationalist party. But that lesson was 
lost on patriots like Tanner, and Tanner 1s 
no worse than any other Nationalist who sits 
on the Irish benches.

that neither Prance nor Russia will interfere 
with her action. It is not of good omen for 
the Armenian cause that justat this moment 
should cause reports of Armenian attacks on 
Americans who refuse to encourage the vio- 
lent party in Armenia, 

These reports are, I fear, true. I have heard 
privatety of two cases not referred to in the 
published statements, One eminent Ameri- 
can and one Armenian of high position were 
threatened with death by the revolutionary 
party if they opposed revolutionary measures. 
What are called revolutionary measures in 
Armenia consist in organized. provacation of 
the Turkish rules and soldiery. The revolu- 
tionists think there have not yet been massa- 
cresenough. Europe is not yet wound up to 
the point of armed interference. The Arme- 
nian patriots justify themselves on the ground 
that massacre is better than a continued en- 
durance of the persecutions and cruelties 
systematically inflicted by the Turks. These 
oruelties, they say, will end in their extern“. 
nation. Their sole hope js to make them so 
horrible in certain districts not too remote as 
to concentrate European attention there, 
otherwise the same horrors will spread over 
larger areas and tortures and deatha continue 
till there are no more Armenians. 

Prince Ferdinand has arrived at Sofia and 
announced that the enthusiasm of his recep- 
tion has consoled hiai for the murder of 
Stambulioff. He has sines received the 
metropolitan element and some of the dele- 
gation who wentto Petersburg to prostrate 
themselves and their country before the Czar. 
Two days later Stambuloff’s grave was vio- 
lated and an attempt made to carry off the 
body. These may not all be acts of the same 
drama but they are all expressions of the 
demonstration of Bulgaria.

Official advice says that Col, Izquierdo re- 
cently reconnoitered in the direction of an 
insurgent camp in the District of Baho, not 
far from Sancti Espirito, in the Province ef 
Santa Clara. The insurgent leaders, Roloff 
anc Sanchez, who are said to have been in 
command, are announced to have left their 
positions without waiting to be attacked.

Berlin, Aug. 17.— [Copyright, 1895, Ba the 
Associated Press.]—-The dog days are over 
and things are getting lively again in Berlin. 
The Chancellor, Prinee Hohenlohe, and the 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, Baron von 
Koeller, ha vs returned. In addition the Em- 
peror arrived at Wild Park Stdtion, on his re- 
turn from England, at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. His Majesty looked remarkably well, 
and there is every evidence that his yachting 
and shooting expeditions have agreed with 
him, He is considerably browned by the 
sun and is ae full of energy as ever. The Em- 
peror, however, will only stay here a couple 
of days in order to be present at the 
ceremony of laying the corner-stone 
of the monument to the memory of his grand- | 
father, Emperor William I., which takes place 
at the Schloss Freihit tomorrow. The cere- 
mony will be highly impressive. The German 
university student societies will take part in 
it with their banners. 

The Emperor later in the day will be pres- 
ent at the celebration of the First Guards Reg- 
iment in memory of the battle of Gravelotte, 
at Potsdam, and Monday the big celebration 
occurs on the Templehof field, where 40,000 
veterans will parade. His Majesty will be 
present there and will afterwards go to Wil- 
helmshohe, where the Empress is staying with 
the younger children. Her Majesty is slowly 
recovering her health, and it is expected the 
Experor will remaina week at Wilhelmshohe, 

Political Effect of the Visit. 

Politically the relations between Germany 
and England have almost monopolized public 
attention and are the occasion for a general 
discussion by the entire press. This has been 
brought about by several editorials in the 
Lendon Standard and Daily News, which 
were extremely distasteful to Germans. In 
fact the Hanover Courier even went so far as 
to say that the Emperor’s periodical visits to 
England were not approved by the nation, as 
they merely served to increase British inso- 
lence, : 

An article in the Standard, eapecially advis- 
ing the Emperor that his aim ought to be to 
show himself worthy of his maternal ances- 
try. has arouséd a perfect storm of indigne- 
tion. In fact the entire press has given vent 
to a violent burst of Anglophobia, with 
Prince Bismarck’s Hamburger Nachrichten 
in the van. But even the official press, in- 
cluding the North German Gazette, has 
joined in the outery, and there ie no doubt 
that just now England is the country most 
hated by Germans, 

Memorial Celebrations of Battles. 
The memorial celebrations of the battles 


fought against the French in August, 1870, 


continue to be the order of the day. The 
battle of St. Privat was celebrated today at 


Potsdam, throughout Saxony, and iu a num- 


ber of the smaller Prussian garrison cities. 
At Spandaua number of veterans’ associa- 
tions are giving a big fete. 

The various battiefielda around Metz are 
being visited by thousands of veterans and 
other visitors, and a monument has been 
placed on the battiefield of Vienville in 
memory of Prince Frederick Charles. From 
the whole of Germany wreaths and other 
decorations have been sent by the tens of 


thousands in order to decorate the graves of 


the German soidiers upon the different 
battlefields, Everything is bemg done 
by the German authorities along 
the line of the frontier of France 
in order to avoid hastile meetings between 
French and Germans, and passiug the frontier 
line is discouraged and not permitted at all 
in che case of large parties or bodies of men 
carrying insignia. 
Annual Pilgrimage Forbidden, 

‘he annual pilgrimage of the German 
Catholics from the Rhine provinces to 
Lourdes has been forbidden out of deference 
te French feelings. 

To Observe Sedan Day. 

The City Council of Berlin has voted the 
sum of 50,000 marks fora public celebra- 
tion of Sedan day, the only members op- 
posing the motion being the Socialists under 
Vogthern; who spoke of “the bloody deeds 
of war needlessly undertaken.”’ 

The city councils of Cologne, Dresden, 
Barmen, and Stufigart have voted 80,000, 
25.000, 20,000, and 6,000 marks respec- 
tively for the same purpose. Dertmunde and 
a num ber of otter cities will distribute large 
sums of money to the veterans, and Herr 
Krupp, the famous big gun manufacturer, has 
given 1,000,000 marks to his workmen’s 
pensiop fund in honor of the present meme- 
rial time. In addition Roesicke and other 
prominent brewers are making presents to 
the veterans who are among their employés.

Ransom to officiate as Miuister to Mexico 
until the Senate shall have an opportunity to 
act upon this recess appointment. Mean- 
while the deposed Minister is at his home in 
North Carolina waiting for something to turn 
up. Aside from the inconvenience caused 
by failure to receive his salary regularly 
there will be uo further complications at- 
tached to the decision rendered by the Solic- 
itor-General that Mr. Ransom’s appointment 
was irregular because made while a Senator 
from the Tar Heel State. For more than six 
weeks it has been known that a decision ad- 
verse to Mr. Ransom would be rendered, and, 
although the document bears the signature of 
Solicitor-General Conrad of the Department 
of Justice, the opinion in the case was ap- 
proved by Attorney-General Harmon and Sec- 
retary Olney, 

One of the reasons assigned for the recent 
visit of the Attorney-General to Buzzard’s 
Bay was for a consultation with the President 
in regard to this question. It was concluded 
at that conference that the best way out of the 
muddle would be to issue a new commission 
to Minister Ransom. Before starting for his 
home Mr. Ransom had an interview with act- 
ing Secretary Adee of the State Department, 
and it was understood that he would not re- 
turn to Mexico until all doubt had been 
relieved as to his legal status. Minister Ran- 
som has exhausted all the leave of absence 
allowed him of two months’ regular vacation 
and thirty days’ sick leave, his physician hav- 
ing recommended that he remain in this 
country as long as possible owing to ill. 
health. During the absence of Mr. Ransom 
from the Mexican capital, the interests of the 
United States will be looked after by Chargé 
d' Affaires Butier, who is fully authorized to 
represent this country in a diplomatic 
capacity in any business between the two 
republics. 

There has heen gossip to the effect that it is 
not going to be such plain sailing after ail 
for the reappointment of Mr. Ransom, owing 
to strictures against the Mezican Government 
which were reported in an interview. Al- 
though the United States representative at 
the Mexican capital denied having uttered 
the statements attributed to him the subject 
was considered of sufficient importance for 
Minister Romieroto communicate with the 
State Department in regard to ceffgain alleged 
utterances. It is said the administration may 
try to get rid of Minister Ransom by declin- 
ing to reappoint him, but the friends of the 
North Carolinan scout at the idea.

Disappointed because of President Cleve- 


‘land’s decision favorable to Brazil in the 


boundary dispute between that republic and 
the Argentineg Republic, Minister 
who represented the latter government at 
Washington, has tendered his resignation.

A petition’ has been forwarded to Secretary 
Lamont urging a modification of the sentence 
of Private Gill of the army, who has been 
sentenced to the Columbus penitentiary for 
four years for knocking down Lieut.

Another reason which leads those interest- 
ing themselves in Gill’s behalf to hope fora 
modification of sentence by Secretary La- 
mont arises from a recent occurrence while 
the Secretary of War was making his tour of 
the Western posts.

He could find no one who would 
volunteer information, and. finally inquirea 
ot the commandant, who informed him that 
he hai ordered the man to be so treated for 
some infringement of the discipline of the 
post. Such punishment had become common 
with him because of the precedent that cus- 
tom had furnished. Secretary Lamont told 
the commander to loose the private at once 
and to consider that the precedent under 
which he had acted was abolished. Such cruel 
treatment should not be resorted to and the 
force of the barracks would be sufficient to 
maintain order and discipline without resort- 
ing to such methods.

Split Likely to Be Hphemeral- Theory 
of the Ben Cable Note for $5,000 Which 
Hinrichsen Harps On Friend Guesses 
at the Transaction, 


The Democratic leaders may smile as they 
stand complacently by their tents and view 
from afar the split in the Republican camp. 
Their satisfaction is not likely to last long, 
and the Morrison-Altgeld-Trude combina- 
tion which has been formed wle the rank 
and file rests in waiting may not last long 
when the Democratic army begins to move. 
One of the hardest internal fights the ma- 
chine has experienced is brewing. Certain 
men about town are showing their teeth and 
looking vicious, They say they are against 
Thomas Gahan for Chairman. There are 
men in the erganization, and plenty of them, 


‘who don't like the way the leaders of the

MEDICAL MISSION COLLEGE IN CHICAGO. 


It Will Train Men and Women for Work 
in Heathen Lands. 

A medical college aud missionary training 
school will be opened in Chicago Sept. 2 for 
the training of candidates. for medical mis- 
sion work in heathen lands. Only two such 
schools are in existence, one in London and 
the other in New York. The school will be 
known as the International Medical Mission 
Institute of Chicago, and will be located 
at No. 2221 Wabash avenue. It will be in- 
terdenominational in character, and in the 
practice of medicine willadhere to the prin- 
ciples of homeopathy. The faculty will be 
composed of many of tha distinguished cler- 
gymen of Chicago, together with some of the 
best faculty members of existing homeopathic 
medical colleges of Chicago. The exact aims 
and purposes of this new project can best be 
given in the words of the announcement of 
the school for the coming year. The state- 
ment made therein is as follows: 

A know! of medicine is especially a per- 
fecting quaiification for the administration of the 
word of Godin the forei oA field. On the one 
hand it opens the way for missionary by dis- 
peliing the natural pre Adios of the natives; on 
the other hand it affords him a means of self- 


preservation and support as soon as he has 
Rained the good will and confidence of his peo- 


ne need of an institution which will offer to 
2 men and women. filed with the spirit of 

od and the desire to do his will, not only a thor- 
ough religious training, but aiso a medical and 
preparatory education. has long been felt. The 
wantofa spiritual and exhortatory influence 
during the time of the student’s preparation has 
likewise been lamented, especially in the case of 
those exposed to the doubtful moral influences 
in some of the medical schools. Moreover, the 
lack of proper practical experience made an in- 
stitution desirable which would give to the can- 
didate opportunities for actual religious and 
medical work as preparatory practice. In view 
of these facts the International Medical Mission 
Institute has been organized and incor orated 
for the purpose of meeting and realizing. these in- 
disputable necessities. 

The institute consists of three distinct de. 
partments. The first is the college proper, 
which includes a medical course, a thoro 
Bible course, anda missionary course. 
medical course, given by ~ competent fac. 
ulty, consists of lectures, hospital work, prac. 
tice in nursing, and missionary dispensary 
work. There eligio course includes a thor- 
ough teaching of holy scriptures by men 
competent in their special lines. The mis. 
sionary course for workers who hope to enter 
foreign fields is made up of instruction in 
branches not taught in ordinary medical col- 
leges, such as diseases, Climatology, customs, 
languages, religion, building, and farming of 
the foreign lands. This course is conducted 
by returned or veteran missionaries, The 
second-department is that of city missions, 
and will consist in establishing and conduct. 
ing free mission dispensaries in the most 


} needy parts of the city, thus furnishing prac- 


tical instruction both along medical and 
spiritual lines to the students of the insti- 
tute, 

The sending out of graduate students into 
miasion fields and keeping in touch with their 
work while there will be the work of the third 
departmert of the institute. The entire 
course of study in the school will extend over 
four years of nine months each.

LAW-MADE PATRIOTISM. 

The only ground upon which the flag law 
can be justified is that the display of the na- 
tional banner is intended to have an educa- 
tional effect. If this were the pur- 
pose of those who passed it they 
should not have limited the display to 
the public, private, and parochial schools; 
| and we do. not know that they have so lim- 
ited it. Their educational generosity seems 
to include, if the law is strictly interpreted, 
the musical and dramatic schools, girls’ 
| schools, preparatory schools, and all 
buildings used for educational purposes in 
this State.” We do not see why Miss Kirk- 
land, under this law, is not required to fly a 
flag 4x8 feet from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. every 
day her school for girls is in session, or why 
| the Harvard School, and the Yale-Princeton 
School, and Coulter’s School for Boys are 
not subject to the same requirements. There 
being a number of educational institutions 
in the Auditorium and Schiller Theater and 
Music Hall, thése buildings should not be 
overlooked by the officers of the law; and 
the business colleges, Armour Institute, 
mafiual training schools, and kindergartens 
+ should not be omitted from the list. The 
reference libraries are widely used for ed- 
ucational purposes, and so are the medical 
and law schools, the art classes, the cooking” 
schools, dental schools, and the bicycle 
schools. If flying a flag from 9 a. m. to 4 p. 
m. daily is a distinctively educational meas- 
ure all these institutions should be compelled 
to receive the benéfit of the law. 

But apart from this, while formulating 
this unique aid to education, did it not occur 
to the members of the Legislature who vot- 
ed for the law that it would be a direct inter- 
ference with the curriculum of the private 
schools and that the State has recently 
abandoned all claim of its right to interfere 
with educational methods in schools of this 
class? The law, therefore, is a new asser- 
tion of claims which not long ago were dis- 
tinctly abandoned by the State. Tt is re- 
markuble, to say the least, that the thought- 
less, if not malicious, members who voted 
for this bill did not remember the sorry re- 
sults which so short a time ago followed 
the attempt of the State to meddle with the 
affairs of private schools and to dictate to 
their managers what methods they should 
purste. The attempt was quickly aban- 
doned and the law was repealed. 

Evidences multiply that this mischievous 
law was passed by a trick and with a malign 
purpose in view. Undoubtedly. it was im- 
perfectly understood by most of the mem- 
bers who voted for it, or they were too care- 
less or too indifferent to forecast what its 
effect would be. This kind of thoughtless- 
ness is not uncommon in the General Assem- 
bly, but the unfortunate feature of it is that 
it gives bigots and marplots a clear field for 
their sinister work. They had no difficulty, 
therefore, in engineering the bill through the

tawonizes. They strike back ‘indignantly, 
stung by his epithets: He in turn loses His 
temper and replies with added virulence. In 
this, kind of reformifg: there is no perma- 
nent advantage. Dr. Nordau may fancy the 
world to be an Augean stable, for the clean- 
ing of which he is the appointed Hercules, 
but the work is too great for his powers. 
No converts will be made by his peculiar 
methods however much of truth he may 
utter. The conventtonalittes, paradoxes, and 
degeneracies of modern society and art are 
too well grounded and have been in the 
world too long to be removed by abuse of 
Nordau's bitter kind. The outcome will be 
that they will take even stronger hold and 
flourisheall the more luxuriously by reason 
of the popular resentment sure to follow 
such methods of dealing with alleged popu- 
lar degeneraciés. The world is not half as 
bad as Nordau represents it. Women are 
not such idiots as he depicts them. Society 
is not as false as he paints it. Even if all he 
sets forth were true, playful ridicule or kindly 
suggestion would go farther towards 
reformation than savage assault and gross 
exaggeration, which only arouse resentment 
and defeat the very object he has in view. 
For these reasons it is probable that Dr. 
Nordau will soon write himself out or find 
himself without readers. But no one will 
deny that he is at present very much in evi- 
dence in the world of literature. 
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GLADSTONE-ON CREATION. 

The introduction by the Rt.-Hon. William 
E. Gladstone to The People’s Bible His- 
tory,”” copious extracts from which were 
given in THe TRIBUNE of yesterday, is an ex- 
tremely interesting and able statement of 
the great statesman’s views as to the Bible. 
The most prominent portion is that devoted 
to the first chapter of Genesis, of which Mr. 
Gladstone undertakes to point out boldly 
though briefly the superlative claims and 
the hardly measurable value.“ He says the 
doctrine of creation—that is, the production 


ell 


is set in the very forefront of the chapter, 
and the treasure of this truth is enshrined 
exclusively in the scriptures. Asa chapter 
ef practical and religious teaching scientific 
completeness forms no part of its aim, but 
“evolution, the darling of our age, has the first 
chapter of Genesis for its parent source.” 
And Re tells us that in the account of the cre- 
ation “fishes and birds are associated to- 
gether, but placed in their true order of 
Priority“ and “both are made anterior to the 
land population.“ 

The latter point fs one on which Prof. 
Huxley teok direct issue with Gladstone, 
and it may surprise many to find that sub- 
stantially the statement is repeated, though 
in more general form, after one of the 
brightest lights of the ‘scientific: world had 
taken strong exceptions to it, showing that 
it is entirely and radically ificonsistent with 
his idea of the order of evolution as indi- 
cated by the study of the rocks. In his 
essay on Fhe Interpreters of Genesis and 
the Interpreters of Nature (1885), Huxley 
wrote: It is not true that the species com- 
posing any one of the three populations (of 
water, alr, and land) originated during any 
ond of three successive periods of time, and 
not at any ether of these.“ He adds that it 
ig in the highest degree probable that animal 

fe occurred first under aquatie conditions. 
that terrestrial forms appeared later, and 
flying animals only after land animals. At 
the same tine it is testified by all the evi- 
dence we possess that the great majority, if 
not all, of the primordial species of each di- 
vision have long since died out and been re- 
placed by a vast succession of new forms.“ 
Hundreds of thousands of specics, as dis- 
tinct as those which now compose our water, 
land, and air ‘populations, have come into 
existence and died out again throughout the 
eons of geologic time which separate us 
from thé lower. Paleozoic. epoch, when our 
present evidence of the existence of such 
distinct populations commences. If the 
species of animals have all been separately 
created, then it follows that hundreds of 
thotisands of acts of creative energy have 
occurred at intervals throughout the whole 
time recorded by the fosefliferous rocks: 
and during the greater part ef the time 
the creation of the members of the water, 
land, and afr populations must have gone on 
contemporaneously. If any one chooses 
to say that the creative work took place in 
the Cambrian or. Laurentian epoch, in ex- 
actly that manner Which Mr. Gladstone 
does and natural science does not affirm 
natural science is not in @ position to dis- 
prove the accuracy of the statement. Only, 
ono cannot have one’s cake and eat ft, too, 
and such safety from the contradiction of 
science means the forfeiture of her sup- 
port.“ 

It is due to Mr. Gladstone to say that many 
of the statèments made in his latest pub- 
lished production are not combated by 
Huxley's writings, and appear to be in har - 
mony with the latest results of modern 
scientific thought. It is due to the dead as 
well as to the living of those two distin- 
guished men to say that they were in eom- 
plete agreement on one most important 
‘point. Gladstone commends the study of 
the Bibie, doing so in language much of the 
force of which would be lost in the effort to 
abstract it, and Huxley held the book in 
such high esteem as a whole that he com- 
mended it warmly for use in the public 
schools. The one feels called upon to de- 
tend the account ot ereation given in the 
first chapter of the volume, while the other 
regards ft as an allegery. But to the sur-

ENGLAND AND THE UNSPEAKABLE TURK 


The policy of England towards Turkey in 
the matter of the Armenian horrors is not a 
policy of party. Every utterance upon this 
subject since the recent parliamentary elec- 
tion goes to show a unanimous sentiment in 
favor of holding not the barbarous Kurds 
but their master, the barbarous adminis- 
tration at Constantinople, responsible for 
the atrocities. In his recent great speech at 
Chester Mr. Gladstone read a resolution to 
the effect that a coéreive policy on the part 
of the government in favor of protection to 
the Armenians would have the cordial sup- 
port of the entire nation and it was adopted. 
In his address upon this subject Mr. Glad- 
stone said: 

This is not the work of the dangerous classes, 
but of the Government of Constantinople and its 
agents, and there is not one of their deeds for 
which the government is hot responsible. The 
Kurds, troops, police, and tax collectors entered 


into deadly competition as to which should prove 
the most adept in this horrible, infernal work. 


the government. It is not true that the acts of 
the Turks are reprisals upon the Armenians for 
rebelling. On the contrary, the Turkish Govern- 
ment disarmed the Armenians and then turned 
out upon them the barbarians and villains 
masquerading as the Sultan’s cavalry. 


Mr. Gladstone further charged the Turkish 
Government with meeting the charges made 
against it with falsehoods and evasive deni- 
als, weapons familiar to the Turks,“ and 
warned the English Government against ac- 
‘Cepting Turkish promises. We must not 
fear the word ‘coercion.’ We must demand 
as much as is necessary and determine that 
this be accomplished whether it is met with 
resistance or not.“ In his subsequent corre- 
spondence with the Turk, Khahil Kahid, he 
reiterated his charges against the Turkish 
Government, “I make no charges against 
the Turks at large, but against the Turkish 
Government I make charges of which it has 
been proved guilty by public authority.” 

These aré ringing words from the old leader 
of the Liberal party. Their echo comes im- 
mediately upon the assembling of Parlia- 
ment from her Majesty and the leader of th 
Conservatives. The Queen's speech recog- 
nized the Armenian atroeities and the indig- 
nation they have produced among all Chris- 
tian nations and set forth that England, 
Russia, and France have joined hands in de- 
manding such reforms as are necessary to 
prevent a recurrence, “and I am anxiously 
awaiting the Sultan's decision.“ Had Mr. 
Gladstone himself been Premier he would 
not have spoken with more indignant em- 
phasis than was displayed by the new Pre- 
mier, the Marquis of Salisbury, in the discus- 
sion upon. the Queen’s speech. He warned 
the Sultan that he held his independence 
subject to the joint action of the powers 
which had conferred upon Turkey à facti- | 
tious stability.” Already these powers are 
suspicious that the government mechanism 
which they created is not working for hu- 
man happiness and progress but for the 
perpetuation of the antagonism of creed and 
race which has so long been the curse of the 
Turkish provinces.“ How long the present 
state of things can continue,“ proceeded 
Lerd Salisbury, “I confess appears to me 
more doubtful than it did twenty years ago.”

4x8 feet in size and cause the game to be unfurled 
and kept floating from a suitabl¢é flag-staff to be 
placed on the top of all publie school-houses, col- 
lege buildings, and all buildings used for educa- 
tional purposes in this State, whether the same be 
conducted by the State or by county, township, 
municipal, district, sectarian, or private authority, 
on each and every day when such schools, colleges, 
and. educational institutions are in session from 


9 o'clock a. m. to 4 o’clock p. m. in each and every 
year. 


Sec. 5 of the law provides that “‘prosecu- 
tions under this act shall be by comp§aint or 
information and be tried by any court of 
competent jurisdiction under the same rule 
as misdemeanors.”’ 

Undoubtedly no State authority will at- 
tempt to enforce the provisions of the law 
against sectarian and private schools, but 
no protection can betafforded to them from 
the officious action of fanatics except 
through the affirmative, decision of the 
courts: that the law itself is unsound and of 
no effect, and for such a decision we can only 
look to the courts when their power has been

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MUST OBEY THE COUPLER LAW. 

The law requires that freight cars on all 
railroad lines in the United States shall be 
equipped with air brakes and automatic 
couplers by the elose of 1897. The desig- 
nated improvements aré being introduced 
by the trunk lines as rapidly as possible, 
but it is said that mary of the smaller rall- 
roads are prop§8sing to apply for an exten- 
sion of the time, and that this will be op- 
posed by the trunk lines, their officers nat- 
urally objecting to the granting of special 
advantages to the smaller corporations: It 
is understood they have degified to refuse to 
receive cars from connecting lines if they 
have not complied with the law regarding 
air brakes and couplers, 

It is estimated that there are now 100,000 
freight cars of all kinds on railroads in the 
United States and 35,000 locomotives. 
About @ per cent of the cars are destitute 
of the required appliances, and .60 per cent 
of the locomotives are without the driver 
brakes.. The equipment of each tar costs 
$20 for the coupler and $40 for the air brake, 
while the driver brake for the locomotive 
costs $200. The improvement thus will re- 
quire an expenditure of 15 milflon dollars for 
the couplers, 33 millions for the air brakes, 
and 4% millions for the locomotive driver 
brakes, making a total of more than 52 mill- 
ion dollars to be expended by the railroads 
within the next two and a half years. This 
may seem an immense sum, but it is only 
about half of 1 per cent of the total capital- 
ization in stocks and bonds, and when di- 
vided among a hundred railroad companies 
will be an average of but Half a million for 
each, the advantage will be vastly 
greater than the cost of the improvement. 
The prevention of accidents and loss of life 
and property by the use of automatic uni- 
form couplers and air brakes on freight 
cars will equal a high rate of interest on 
that sum: It will save some 20 or 30 per 
cent a year in money damages to the prop- 
erty of the corporations nd these who pat- 
ronize their lines, besides saving the lives 
and limbs of several thousands of persons 
annually. 

As the cost of making the required changes 
and adding the improvements named in the 
law will amount to but little in comparison 
with the good that will be done thereby 
there otght to be no further extensions or 
delays. The managers of the lines who have 
shown their willingness to comply with the 
law ought not to be discouraged by the dis- 


action. The lines which are held back 
from sharing in the much- d improve- 
ment ought to be given to understand as 
soon as possible that they have nothing to 
gain but a great deal to lose by the policy of 
procrastination and that the law will be 
enforced to the utmest on all delinquents, 
It would be an outrage on the public to per- 
mit them to delay the improvement, a wink- 
ing at criminal earelessness which would 
mean the loss of many lives for each month 
the evasion of plain duty was permitted to 
continue. Every railroad line in the United 
States, whether great or small, ought to 
understand the absolute necessity of com- 
plying with the law in the little more than 
twenty-eight months that remain before 
the close of 1807. :

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WALL STREET WORRIED OVER FAO- 
TORS TENDING EITHER WAY. 


They Mean Material Prosperity er a Del- 
uge of Disaster Bond Syndicate Plays 
Some New Cards Outside Interests of 
Importauce May Be Brought Inte Ac- 
tivity=Good Securities Are Sarce- Chi- 
cago Opinions Have Weight- Fight of 
Cigaret Trust Foolish, 


New York, Aug. 17.~—[{Special.}—Commis- 
sion brokers on the Stock Exchange have 
done little this week. Individual traders, 
speculators of the guerrilla type, have been 
active. There has been much to interest 
both classes in Wall street., The commis- 
sion people have wagried a good deal over 
the gold export situation, over whut the 
government bond syndicate may do or may 
not do, over settlements of our national 
balances of trade, over a long line of factors 
which on small provocation may tend either 
to material betterment or much disaster. 

The bond syndicate has played some new 
cards. It has turned over a big volume of 
gold coin to the Treasury. It has kept the 
limit of $100,000,000 gold in the national 
Treasury reserve, and its friends have been 
rampantly careening through Wall street 
with assurances that much good and noth- 
ing bad can come in national finance so long 
as the syndicate is at the front. None of 
these assurances, however, have been of 
consequence enough to induce outsiders to 
come into the stock market. All the trading 
of the week has been purely professional. 
There are, however, indications that outside 
interests of importance may be brought 
into activity before long. 

One influential fact which every observer 
of the stock market must take into account 
is that good bonds are scarce. First-class 
mortgages have been taken out of the street. 
Investors who desire to put their money 
into securities making a sure return have to 
face a rather serious dilemma. Mortgages 
with a sure return are at a higher price than 
they have commanded any time during the 
last half-dozen years. Preferred stocks of 
good railroads are in such demand that one 
has to pay marked premiums for them. 
There is every indication, in fact, that our 
investment market is almost dry of bar- 
gains. At the moment the granger rail- 
roads are probably the most popular stocks. 
The enormous corn crop means enormous 
returfis to the Western railroads. 

It is not to be gainsaid that we have a 
bullish sentiment broadcast through the 
country. Ow every side there is evidence of 
it. Many of these evidences are so pro- 
nounced that it does not seem difficult to 
understand the popular Wall street ex- 
pectation of buoyaney in -quotations, and 
along with it something of the old-time 
activity in the stock market. People who 
own stocks have reached a point where they 
refuse to sell. The result is that today we 
have raids made in vain and have bear 
speculators continually disappointed. 

Many Chicago opinions are quoted here 
now on the cheerful side of things. This is 
a marked change for the better. Before the 
panic and generally since that time Chicago 
views have not been ordinarily of the sort 
which induce free and easy investment. 
That there should now be a change, that 
Chicago men of consequence should now be 
outspoken on the bull side, ts a factor of far- 
reaching importance. Among other Chicago 
authorities who are quoted in the lists of 
cheerfulness is H., H. Porter. He was here 
most of the last week. Everybody recog- 
nizes his opportunities for information. His 
frankness is understood and the value of his 
opinion is always beyond question. Mr. 
Porter believes the country is in for a long 
sweep of prosperity. 

The speculative traders who have been 
active during the week have been driving 
away at a number of the industrial stocks. 
They tried leather trust, but did not make 
much progress. They pitched into sugar 
and it stood firm. They whacked away at 
General Electric and.it would not go down. 
Finally, however, they found an opening 
in American Tobacco—the cigaret trust. 
The @igaret trust, for some inexplicable 
business reason, has got into a fight 
with the manufacturers of plug tobacco. 
These plug makers ate rich. They have big 
trades, and they have not sought fight. 
But the cigaret trust has seemed to think 
it advisable to rush in and open factories to 
encroach upon the plug trade’s field. In re- 
sponse to this the plug makers have declared 
themselves ready to hit back by going in a 
wholesale way into the making of cigarets, 
which they declare they can give away free 
with their plug tobacco and still make 
money. Such a war would be disastrous to 
the cigaret trust, of course; and Wali street 
speculators have not been slow to recognize 
the opportunity for speculative profit in the 
stock market. A week ago cigaret trust 
stock was around 114. Today it is about 
104. There is confidence among the stock 
market bears. They believe insiders have 
been selling cigaret stock by the wholesale, 
and it is easy to find traders who predict an- 
other drop of 10 points as imminent. 

During the coming week we are likely to 
have a number of important issues deter- 
mined in which the government bond syn- 
dicate has large interests. If the syndicate 
prevents consequential gold exports next 
week there can be little doubt that in the 
general market advantages are with the 
bulls. Until something decided appears of 
this sort it would seem, however, as if it 
were the part of prudence for people who 
want to buy stocks to be patient and wait.

New-Yorker’s Invention to Increase the 
Speed of a Bike. 

A new bicycle, with an original motor, sped 

up the hill at Riverside Drive and Ninety- 


New York Herald. Theinventor asserts the 
wheel will save its rider a vast amount of ex- 
ertion and give hima high rate of speed.

which possibly might cause a falling off in 
the enthusiasm hitherto manifested, and ul- 
timately deprive the runs which are so popu- 
lar at present of their interest.

WIZARD EDISON'S IDEAS ON CYCLING. 


Discusses Possibilities in the Bicycle’s De- 
_ ) «© -¥elopznent and Use. 

Thomas Edison, the inventor, has been dis- 
cussing some ideas he has in regard to the de- 
velopment of the bicycle and giving the re- 
sults of experiments he has made on his own 
wheel. My house in Llewellyn Park, Or- 
ante, he says, is one-sixth of a mile from 
my laboratory, and eighty feet higher up the 
mountain side. So, in order to save myself a 
heavy pull when [ went home in the middle 
of the day, I designeda heavy ing, just 
large enough for the purpose, which was to 
be wound up by power from the laboratory 
engine and attached to the bicycle before! 
started uphill. I wanted this spring to sup- 
ply most of the energy for the ascent. 

** By the way, haven't you often wondered 
why springs are not made use of in bicycles 
or tricycles as. accumulators of energy? It 
would be comparatively easy to adapt them 
for the purpose. The device could be so ar- 
ranged that when ridimg down hill, or even on 
a level, the rider could at will throw the 
spring into gear, and by degrees wind it up to 
its limit, Then when a hill was to be climbed 
or the rider wished to stop working fora 
short distance on the level he could turn on 
the power and let the spring give back 
some of the energy stored up in 
it, I don’t see why this should not 
bedone. It could be arranged so that the 
spring could be wound up gradually, so as

The English paper concludes that in order 
to popularize the club run there must be, 
first, a great reduction in speed, and also 
the doing away with photography on the 
part of any members who stop along the 
road for snap shots and thus delay the 
party.

Thomas Hovenden was born in Dunman- 
- way, County of Cork, Ireland, in 1840. His 
father was a farmer and his early boyhood 
was spent upon the farm. During his boy- 
hood days he absorbed from his surround- 
‘ings that love of homely scenes and quiet 
@oings, infused with that pathos character- 
istic of Irish home life, which afterwards 
| became the keynote to all of his paintings. 
There, too, grew up that delicate sense of 
humor close akin to pathos, an essential 
trait ot his nation. He became a pupil of 


the School of Design at Cork, and studied 
at the South Kensington Museum in London 
until jhe was 23 years of age. He then, in 
1863, came to New York and pursued his 
studies there at the National Academy of 
for eleven years. In 1874 
he resolved-to turn his whole attention to 
art as a profession. At that time, even more 
than today, Paris was the Mecca of every 
art student, and Cabanel was the looked-up 
to master of every ambitious student. En- 
tering himself at the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
as a student, he succeeded in having him- 
self as one of Cabanel’s pupils. 
That year he began producing pictures, and 
two years later, in 1876, his Image Seller 
Was admitted to the salon. In 1878 his pict- 
ure, “Loyalist, Peasant Soldier of La Ven- 
dée~1793,"" was admitted to the salon and 
created no small sensation. In 1880 he re- 
turned to the United States. 

While in Paris he met a young Quakeress, 
Helen Carson, also an art student, who had 
shown considerable talent much in the same 
line of his own work.

While this picture is char- 
acterized by that pathos never absent from 
any of his pictures, it possesses in addition 
a peculiar brilliancy of coloring and an al- 
most impressionistic use of color which 
nevertheless is used only for the purpose of 
accentuating the story told by the picture. 
It represents a young wife reclining on a 
lounging-chair.

The light 
falls upon her figure, as from a window in 
front of and above her. Across her chest is 
thrown a silk-embroidered lacy fabric. Her 
dress is also of some light, shimmering ma- 
terial. She is looking directly out toward 
the ‘spectator. Her outstretched, pendent 
hands have all the whiteness and fragility 
of the consumptive.

He is seated 
upon a stool near her chair and is resting his 
chin upon his hand, looking out with fixed, 
despairing gaze. In the background, in half 
light, is the figure of a young girl seated at 
a piano and evidently singing. A brilliant 
sunlight tints the embroidered laces with 
almost iridescent hues, and the face of the 
young woman is warmly flushed. Hovenden 
does not usually paint beautiful women, but 
the beauty of this young girl, enveloped in 
this cloud of evanescent and almost super- 
natural light, is exquisite. The value of 
this emphasized light, with its prismatic 
colors, is at once apparent when one learns 
the title of the picture. It is “Jerusalem 
the Golden.” It is a reflection of heavenly 
light which Hovenden has, with consummate 
art, introduced into his picture, 

Summing it all up it must be said of 
Thomas Hovenden that as a genre painter he 
achieved high artistic success, and that as 
the painter of the people his pictures told 
stories of every day life at once compre- 
hended by and appealing to those who saw 
them in such a manner as to win for both 
painting and artist that admiration and re- 
membrance which, after all, constitutes the 
best attainable fame. 

In person, in manner, and in dress Mr. 
Hovenden was unassuming and modest. 
There was always something about him 
that reminded one of the smiling, open 
country. One would be much more apt, not 
knowing him, to set him down as a big, 
good-natured, genial farmer than as a dis- 
tinguished artist. He was not obtrusive, 
loved home and homely ways, and was quiet 
and genial even with his most intimate

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JAPAN EXOHANGES FRUIT WITH US 
FOR OUR SEEDLINGS. 


Many American Varieties of Pears and 
Apples Have Been Successfully Intro- 
duced Into the Mikado’s Kingdom--On 
the Other Hand Japan Supplies Our 
Best Plums and Peaches=Grafting Has 
Been Successfully Accomplished by 
Both Nations. 


Washington correspondence of the Phila- 
delphia Times: The Department of Agri- 
culture has recently acquired a collection of 
Japanese fruits—counterfeits, that is to say, 
executed most artistjcally by the professor 
of horticulture in the University of Tokio. 
This gentleman, whose name is Kizo-Ta- 
mari, was educated in this country. The 
models serve to illustrate the extensive in- 
terchange of such vegetable products that 
has been going on during the last few years 
between, the United States and the Empire 
of the Mikado. Many of the finest varieties 
now on our market have been obtained from 
thence, while not a few American fruits are 
being cultivated largely in the larid of the 
rising sun. For example, Japan has no ap- 
ples that are good for anything; but apples 
from New England are being grown in such 
quantities on the Island of Yezo—the north- 
ernmost of the Japanese group—as to have 
become an important commercial article. 

The elimates of Japan and the United 
States are much alike and any plant native 
to one country seems to thrive in the other 
astonishingly. From our point of view just 
now that far Asiatic archipelago is the most 
prolific source of profitable new types of 
fruits as well as of hardy ornamental plants. 

From Japan we have obtained our finest 
varieties of plums and these are planted all 
over the Eastern part of the United States 
from Connecticut to Florida. The Japanese 
have a huge white clingstone peach which, 
though it does not look at all like any of our 
varieties, is extremely delicious. They got 
it from China, however. This is today.the 
leading market peach of Georgia. Some 
years ago Dr. S. H. Rump of Marshallville, 
in that State, planted about 10,000 of the 
stones, from which he got as many seedling 
trees. From the lot he chose two that bore 
the finest fruit, eventually discarding one of 
them. The other was the parent of the 
Elberta variety, which has since become 
famous. Dr. Rump has already sold $60,000 
worth of these peculiar peaches, hundreds 
of carloads of which will be shipped out of 
Georgia this season. 


Another Japanese peach, originally from 
China, is the Peento. It is cultivated to a 
considerable extent in Florida, but blooms 
too early for a higher latitude. Two or 
three bright days at any time in winter will 
bring out the blossoms. Some of the trees 
have been planted in Maryland, but fog the 
reason mentioned they never bear fruit. 
Speaking of plums, the Japanese grow cer- 
tain varieties for the blossoms alone. They 
are extremely fond of spring flowers and 
festivals are held annually to celebrate the 
blossoming of the plum and the cherry. The 
fruit of these blossom-producing varieties is 
acrid and of small account. Plums in gen- 
eral in Japan are picked green usually and 
pickled. 

The persimmon is the most important fruit 
of Japan, corresponding to the apple in the 
United States. Cultivation of it has been 
carried to a very high point. There are 
about thirty well recognized varieties, most 
of which are named after the localities in 
which they are produced. Others take their 
names from objects which they are sup- 
posed to resemble. For example, one va- 
riety is known as the “tsuru-no-ko,” or 
“crane’s egg.“ It looks remarkably like a 
large pink egg, sharply pointed at one end. 
Then there is the “yama-tsuru,” or ‘“‘witid 
crane’s egg.“ Yama means “mountain” lit- 
erally, animals on the mountain being gen- 
erally wild. Another variety is called the 
“yemon,"’ which signifies an heraldic device, 
the fruit bearing a fancied resemblance to a 
round badge. The ‘“‘Yeddoichi’ is one of 
those that have a topographical designation, 
the term meaning best of Yeddo.” This is 
one of the finest of the varieties which have 
been introduced into the United States. 

All of our cultivated persimmons come 
from Japan. Recently horticulturists in 
Missouri, Illinois, and Indiana have been 
trying to do something with native American 
varieties, but none of the latter approaches 
in size those of the Orient, and as yet they 
cut no figure commercially. Japanese per- 
simmon trees are bushlike, while ours are 
tall and slender trees. The old saying to the 
effect that longest pole fetches the most per- 
simmons would not be understood in Japan.. 
The persimmons all belong to the same 
genus as the tree which produces the ebony 
of commerce. For some time past the De- 
partment of Agriculture has been trying to 
popularize persimmons in the United States, 
but they seem to be an acquired taste here, 
Exten- 
sive plantations of them have been set out 
in the Gulf States and California, Florida 
leading in their production. Some of the 
finest varieties are seedless, 

Next in importance after the persimmon 
in Japan comes the pear. Japanese pears 
look remarkably like apples, and some of 
them are huge in size. They are not equal 
to those grown in the United States, but it is 
a fact worth mentioning that our varieties, 
almost without exception, have been ob- 
tained from Europe. A very profitable use 
has been found for Japanese pears in this 
country, however, by employing the plants 
as stocks upon which to make grafts. 
Grafts thus made are found to be in a meas- 
ure proof against the fungous diseases 
called blights,“ which are the curse of the 
pear orchards. Crosses between American 
and Japanese pears have already furnished 
the leading varieties of this kind of fruit in 
the South—for example, the Le Conte and 
the Kieffer. 

The Japanese quinces are from China. The 
oranges of Japan are of the mandarin 
type, such as are found all over Eastern 
Asia. They grow on dwarf trees. The trees 
are dwarfed by making the grafts upon de- 
ciduous stocks—i. e., 
kind which drop their leaves in autumn. 
The trees, being dormant in winter, are bet- 
ter able to resist cold. Most oranges in nat- 
ure are evergreen. One variety grown in 
Japan is known as the “ fragrant orange.” 
It is shaped somewhat like a pear, and the 
rind, as well as the pulp, is edible. Another 
sort is the fingered orange,“ which is more 
properly a citron. It has many long finger- 
shaped protuberances extending from it. 
The pulp is edible, but there is very little of 
it. The thick rind is made into sweet- 
meats by immersion into sirup. 

The loquat of Japan is grown exten- 
sively in Florida and California, and her 
giant chestnuts have been introduced here. 
Her walnuts may produce good crosses. At 
present many varieties of American grapes 
are being introduced into Japan. -

Wabash Avenue Objections Will No Longer 
Delay the Work. 


If the construction of the loop is to have 
any good effect on the elevated stocks it is 
time for them to feel it. The loop is going 
to be built. There is no longer dny doubt 
about obtaining the Wabash avenue front- 
age. It has been obtained, or at least the 
situation is now completely in the hands of 
the officials of the loop company. They 
know exactly where frontage enough to com- 
plete their position is to be had and exactly 
what they must pay for it. If they can get 
other frontage cheaper they will do that. 
But the whole matter is to be closed up very 
soon. 

The stock market was firm yesterday, but 
a dull week closed with a day quite as dull 
as any of those preceding. Keen observers 
of the market note decided improvement in 
the tone, however. The supply of stock is 
small. In several directions there is an ef- 
fort to accumulate stock without advancing 
prices, and the attempt only demonstrates 
that the market has a decidedly firm under- 
tone and that there are only scattering lots 
of stock to be picked up around present quo- 
tations. West Chicago yesterday sold at 
120%. There were some heavy orders for 
the stock fractionally below that quotation. 
There were no sales of North Side. The set- 
tlement price was 219%. Lake Street was 
fairly active. It opened and closed at 20%. 

International Packing common has been 
selling rather freely lately at 6, and at that 
price is attracting attention. A big corn 
crop must mean a big hog crop. The 
packers declare that the outlook for a good 
Season is excellent, but none of. that im- 
provement in the outlook has been reflected 
in packing stocks. There is of course a good 
while to wait yet before any actual im- 
provement in the business of the packing 
companies will result from this year’s crops. 
The buyers of packing common are arguing 
that it cannot go much lower, however, and 
with as good management as the company 
has there ought to be a good chance some 
time for it to go a good déal higher. 

Sales of City railway us were made yes- 
terday at 100%. This is about the price gen- 
erally accepted as the right one for the 
bonds if they are to be redéemed at par 
within a comparatively short time. Gas- 
light Ss have been selling. rather freely. 
Sales yesterday were on the basis of 91%.

KOLA NUT GIVES STRENGTH AND VIGOR 


Enables a Sick Soldier to Beat a Well Man 
in a 25-Mile Tramp. 


Minneapolis Tribune: American surgeons 
and army officers have for some time been 
experimenting with the kola nut with a 
view of introducing it into the Commissary 
Department of the army to be used in lieu 
of other food in forced marches where there 
18 little or nothing for the soldiers to eat. 
Dr. Charles B. Woodruff and Lieut. Harris 
of the United States army, stationed at Fort 
Sheridan, have this spring made experi- 
ments which have shown that in forced 
marches the kola nut gives far better satis- 
faction for nutritious purposes than ordinary 
food. Both Dr. Woodruff and Lieut. Har- 
ris found that they were less fatigued from 
the long walks they took when they ate 
nothing but the kola than when they ate 
full rations of ordinary food, 

An experiment with the kola nut was made 
in this city today, and the result was identi- 
cal with that of the Fort Sheridan officers. 
A number of the army officers of Fort Snell- 
ing were anxious to see the result of an ex- 
periment, and the test was a Cor- 

ral R. P. Wyatt and Private M. C. Olson, 
both of Company F, started from the Ryan 
Hotel at 8:40 to walk to the West Hotel at 
Minneapolis and return to the Ryan at once. 
Private Olson was not allowed to eat break- 
fast, but he was given five little reddish nuts 
about the size and shape of a good-sized 
hickory nut, which he was told to eat slow- 
ly on the way. Further than this he was not 
allowed to eat any food while the 
trip. Corporal Wyatt was allowed to 41 a 
good, hearty breakfast and told he could eat 
and drink what he wished on the way. He 
was requested to regulate his diet according 
to the soldier’s bill of fare when the larder 
in the commissary’s tent is well stocked.

Ground bones from Chicago and wood 
ashes from Michigan mills for fertilizing are 
used to the exclusion of all else. 

A ten-acre orchard that was pointed out

and one ounce. The Mountain Rose, Early 
and Late Crawford, the Lewis, Hale and Yel- 
low St. John, are all in favor and are the 
peaches mostly on the market. One par- 
ticularly fine orchard was pointed out as 
the Elberta variety, a peach that is to be cred- 
ited largely with the fame of Georgia as a 
peach State. As a rule any fine peach seems 
to do best in the locality where that particu- 
lar variety originates. It is said, too, that 
two or three hundred dollars an acre in inter- 
est alone can be saved on a successfully bear- 
ing orchard when transportation facilities are 
such as they are in this neighborhood. 

Nothmg is more essential to the successful 
outcome of a peach orchard than an intelli- 
gent method of trimming and thinning out. 
A well-trimmed orchard will be absolutely 
clear of scraggy and dead limbs, superfluous 
tops and twigs, the ground underneath clean 
and free from all foreign matter, with neither 
blade of grass or suggestion of a weed ehow- 
ing. And the regular rows will present as 
spick and span an appearance as a West Point 
cadet corps an dress parade. 

It is no uncommon practice, or at least 
should not be, to have not less than 1,600 
peaches taken off a single tree at a time in 
order that the balance may with greater 
surety attain periection. It takes a man of 
knowledge and nerve to, as some would 
think, comparatively strip a tree in this man- 
ner, but results that have been attained show 
the wisdom in it. 

Budding is one of the interesting features 
of the go stage fascinating occupation.

Mr. Morrill, some years ago, employed 
many of the Pottawatomie Indians, especially 
in the berrying season. were a hard lot to 
manage, however. But one of their number, 
old Simon, who was a conspicuous figure at 
the World's Fair, was often placed over them, 
and for a dollar a day managed to get more 
work out of his lazy fellow-tribesinen than by 
any other method, They have drifted away 
now, and there are not many to mourn their 
absence. ‘The best pickers, of course, are the 
men who are regularly employed on the farm, 
and upon finishing cultivation of the orchards 
they are ready to turn in at picking.

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MERICANS are very proud of their 
country and are given to much 
boasting concerning its achieve- 
ments and possibilities, but many 
of them would have pleaded guil- 
ty to sad lack of knowledge con- 

cerning—well, say, the natural products of. 
the land. The average citizen will grow 
somewhat enthusiastic in the presence of 
such a foreign quadruped as the elephant or 
lion and regard with indifference a creature 
like the opossum that is indigenous to the 
soil and can doubly discount either of the 
creatures named in intelligence. It 18 
doubtful if there can be found in all ani- 
mate creation another animal which can 
present so many features that are inter- 
esting, quaint, and pleasing as the awk- 
ward-gaited, gray marsupial known as the 
Virginia- opossum. The fact that it is na- 
tive and to the manner born ought not to de- 
tract from its merit. Its title to distinc- 
tion is unquestioned, because in all permuta- 
tions and transmutations which other 
creatures around have undergone in the last 
thousand of years—changes so great as 
to make it difficult for the scientist to trace 
the origins of many of them—the opossum 
has remained persistent in its form and 
structure. The progenitor of this creature 
living in the paleolithic age was identical 
with its posterity, which now find pleasure 
in devouring the esculent persimmon of the 
Southern woods. To be sure, it is deemed 
somewhat unamerican to boast of one’s an- 
cestry; yet surely it is permissible, in writ- 
ing of dumb creatures at least, to refer with 
a measure of pride to their pedigree. Those 
who write scientifically upon the American 
and English racehorses not as certain as 
they would have their e 
they affect to find the original of the ther 
oughbred. Mr. Darwin was very 
that our common tomcat may be traced to 
the Egyptian feline, mummified corpses of 
which are so common in the tombs of the 
Nile country. Yet so eminent an author- 
ity as he failed to impress his convictions 
upon all his scientific readers. Never has 
there been a man who has been able to his 
entire satisfaction to follow the faithful 
dog to its origin. There is no trouble on this 
score with the opossum. In its persistence 
of type it has laughed at and defied all the 
attacks of variation. Evolution has had 
no charm for it. Conifers have given way 
to primitive trees; simplest of flowers have 
developed into gorgeous blossoms of beau- 
ty; harmless and herbivorous marsupials 
have been transmurified into ravening 
wolves, predaceous cats, or growling bears, 
casting off their pouches and becoming 
higher-typed mammals. The opossum ob- 
served these various changes afid develop- 
ments with manifest unconcern, opposing 
its intelligence to the ferocity that devel- 
oped with change of cell-structure in the 
creatures about it. 

After nearly a half century of study of the 
creatures of the field and wood and deep 
waters I am still of the mind that impressed 
me a quarter of a century ago, that, the dog 
and horse excepted, the opossum is the 
most intelligent Hrute upon the face of the

The chicken can never roost too high for 
the marsupial, which is not only adroit but 
remarkably quick in seizing this kind of 
prey, so that it has frequently been known 
to make a foray upon a colony of hens with- 
in close proximity to the chamber of a good 
wife without causing any clutter among 
the feathered folk or arousing the woman 
from her slumber. Because of this covert 
and highly successful mode of attack the 
human habitants of a farm exercise all man- 
ner of ingenuity in setting traps for the di- 
delphis, with greater or less success, usually 
the latter. 

Herein I am not indorsed by certain natu- 
ralists, who insist that the opossum, while 
very cunning, in many respects shows stu- 
pidity in falling into human pitfalls and 
snares, Born and reared among these 
creatures, and a close student of their hab- 
its through many years, I insist that the nat- 
uralist is altogether wrong. Accustomed to 
snaring all manner of birds and beasts, I 
know that the opossumi is the most wary, 
crafty, and altogether most successful 
creature in evading the results of human in- 
telligence directed against it of all animals 
of the American woods : 

The opossum while roaming about upon 
the ground moves slowly and awkwardly; 
but let the sharp cry of a dog be heard upon 
its trail, and, as though spurred by an elec- 
trical shock, it moves forward with great 
rapidity, though still in an ungainly man-

Most people are wont to think of the

Sum of Two Days’ Tragedies 
sissippi. 

The sum of tragedies Saturday and Sunday 
in Mississippi is two brothers shot dead on 
the steps of Antioch Church, and one man 
killed, and another fatally wounded in a 
feud a few miles distant. Antioch Church 
was ovidentiy a storm center. The dispatch 
which tells the story of the first tragedy says 
that the parties involved went to the church 
heavily armed, as it was generally expected 
that a meeting would result in a shooting af- 
fray.”’ The general expectation was jus- 
tified by events, as when the Oneal 
brothers were . out of church 
the Picou brothers got drop on them,” 
The Oneais fell dead on the steps of the 
church. The Picous were arrested, and as all 
the parties have large and respectable con- 
nections more trouble ie feared. It will be 
observed that in the sections where lynchings 
are the most common assassinations stain the 
very steps of God's house with blood. The 
spectacie of slaughter of men without 
trial brutalizes communities and inspires men 
to take bloody revenge for the most trivial 
injuries. By this time we suppose the good 
citizens are deploring the occurrence, and 
their deploring will continue to be mixed with 
wonder that more Northern ‘capitai is not in- 
vested in the South.—Boston Transcript.

race. They would be less thau men if they 
were silent. This may be a white man’s gov- 
ernment, but it will endure only so long as it

ABE ANALOGOUS TOPERU’SGRAND BEDS. 


New Theory Advanced to Explain Origin 
of Phosphate Beds. 1 
Prof. E. T. Cox, tormerly State Geologis 
of Indiana, and who for many years past has 
made a study of the phosphate beds of 
Florida, shows conclusively the fallacy of 
the prevailing belief that they have resulted 
from shell deposits, He says that with the 
evidence before us of causes now in action 
that produced the immense deposits of guano 
on the islands off the rainless é¢oast of 
Chile and Peru, the islands of the VUarib- 
bean Sea, and elsewhere where the drop- 
pings of numberless birds are converted into 
guano, both pulverulent and rock-guano, it is 
not necessary to construct strange theories to 
account for the phosphate deposits in Flor- 
ide. Unlike Peru, the climate here was hu- 
mid and washed out of the guano the soluble 
salts, leaving the insoluble phosphate of lime. 
The isolation of the deposits, their occur- 
rence in detached - of greater or less 
extent, as well as conformability of the 
2 rock to the very jagged surface of 
the limestone on whieh it reste, all peta to 
the bird origin as guano.—Meehan’s Monthly

any subsequent productions that the com- 
parison has cried down every imitation ex- 
cepting that of Clara Morris. In the course 
of a quarter of a century, no doubt, the ma- 
jority of those memories shall have died 
with their possessors, and the fact that the 
name of Matilda Agnes Heron is alone iden- 
tified with the character of Camille will have 
become but a matter of history. Then, it is 
quite probable, the public will be prepared 
to accept such rendition of the heyday and 
struggles of the younger Dumas’ hereine 
as some star ot the time shall choose to 
present. 

Miss Heron was indeed a great artist, 
possessing a very remarkable elemental 
power. She had a wildness of emotion, a 
force. of brain, a vitality in embodiment, 
and many indefinable magnetic qualities 
that combined to make her exceptional 
among human creatures. Those who knew 
her remember her as a woman unusual for 
personal charms—strong and fine in phy- 
sique, with dark hair, dark eyes, and a beau- 


| tiful white complexion—but more unusual 


for an electrical sympathy of temperament 
that captivated every heart. She was never 
more at her best than in Camille.“ She ap- 
peared in other parts, but that was the part 
she always acted; and though, it is true, she 
may have refined upon her method in after 
years, she never acted it better than at the 
first. It afforded the agonized and agoniz- 
ing situation which alone could serve for 
the utterance of her tempestuous nature. 
Once, in speaking to an author regarding a 
play that she wished to have written for her- 
self, she was careful to state that the heroine 
must be “a lost woman.“ No doubt she 
knew, as everybody knows, that a woman 
lost is not a particle more dramatic than a 
woman found; but she loved the storm, and 
reveled in the reckless agony of a nature 
that is at war with itself. This woman 
knew what it is to love, and what it is to 
suffer through the truth or through the con- 
sequences of that awful and tremendous 
passion. When, in the first act of Camille,“ 
she used to rush forward and sob out the 
exclamation, “‘Respect me—and in this 
house!“ she made every man who heard her 
stand stillin his bosom; and when she parted 
with the lover whom she never meant to 
see again in this world, her agony was 
so great and so real that few could look 
upon its exhibition. Hers was not, per- 
haps, the power of imagination—that 
seizes upon an ideal and enables the artist 
to rise out of this actual world and embody 
a creature of the poetic brain, like Lady 
Macbeth—but hers, beyond all doubt, was 
the human woman’s heart, that had sound- 
ed every depth of passion and could embrace 
all possible experience of woman in that 
world of love which is so essentially her 
own. And while she was thus human and 
passionate in fiber, she was weird and fas- 
cinating in her individuality. All her ways 
were her own and the eye followed her with 
a strange kind of delight at absolute new- 
ness and formidable sincerity. Her Medea 
was haif a prowling maniac and half a 
reckless slouch, with now and then a gleam 
of fateful fury, like fire that streams through 
the suddenly opened mouth of a volcano. 
Her Edith, Sybil, and Geraldine were erratic 
and bizarre figures, to be remembered for 
strong and surprising points. Never was the 
sense of an original, vigorous, brilliant, and 
startling personality missed. She was an 
actress of the passions—of the passions in 
their universal ebb and flow. The sort of 
nature that, unless it be curbed by a pro- 
digious moral sense and intellect, inevitably 
breaks all the bounds of a serene life. 

In a beautifully picturesque spot in Labby 
Vale, near Londonderry, Ireland, was the 
Heron homestead, into which, on Oct. 7, 1830, 
Matilda Agnes Heron made her infantile de- 
but. She came to the United States with her 
parents when a mere child. While still very 
young she studied dramatic art under the 
direction of old Peter Richings, manifesting 
decided talent. Her first appearance on any 
Stage took place on Feb. 17, 1851, at the Wal- 
nut Street Theater, Philadelphia, as Bianca 
in Fazio.“ In 1853 she left for California, 
where she met with wonderful success. 
Then fame and wealth were rapidly ac- 
quired. During this time Miss Heron had 
among her many admirers a favored one of 
the name of Henry*Herbert Byrne, a rising 
young San Francisco lawyer, with whom she 
contracted a secret marriage on June 11. 
1854, the sequel to which was a separation 
after the brief honeymoon of five days. 

Shortly after the demise of this tragic act- 
ress the following story came to light: 

“Among the host of friends Miss Heron’s 
talents gathered around her none was more 
assiduous, in his attentions than Henry 
Byrne, and, their friendship having devel- 
oped into a deeper affection, it was an ear- 
nest wish of his that she should leave her 
profession and become his wife. This Miss 
Heron did not want to do, as arrangements 
had been completed for her brother to escort 
her abroad, and she desired to deYer her 
marriage until after her return and the ful- 
fillment of two theatrical engagements she 
had made. At last; moved by his earnest so- 
licitations, she consented to a secret mar- 
riage and became Mr. Byrne’s wife, both de- 
termining. not to reveal their relations to 
each other until after her return andéthe 
completion of her theatrical contracts. 

“With loving words and bright hopes for 
the future they parted, the wife, accom- 
panied by her niece and brother, to go in one 
of her father’s vessels to Europe; the hus- 
band, with fond expectancy, to await her 
return as the realization of all his dreams of 
happiness. 

“At a social dinner of gentlemen, Mr. 
Byrne being present, conversation turned 
upon women, and mention was made of Miss 
Heron's remarkable ability, when some one 


sneeringly alluded to her being an actress. 


At this Mr. Byrne requested that Matilda 
Heron be spoken of with more respect, as he 
would answer for her being a lady. One of 
the party satirically remarked: ‘Probably 
she is as much of a lady as the original of 
this,’ taking a daguerreotype from his pock- 
et and handing it to his next neighbor at the 
table, who in turn passed it to another. 
Every one upon seeing it exclaimed, ‘Miss

the subject that seemed of such impor 

to him, ‘reproaching her for b 
stain upon his name and deceiving him. How 
could he take her to California and acknow!- 
edge her as his wife when her sister's a 
tion was the talk of the State!“ This and 
much more he said, and those knowing 
Miss Heron's high spirit and integrity of 
purpose will not wonder at the reply she 
made him: 

„Seventeen years ago,’ she said, I re- 
member as a child seeing a young widowed 
sister an inmate of my father’s house; then 
she disappeared, my brother followed, 
was absent two or three days, and returned 
bringing her little girl of 2 years with him. 
The child was brought up in my father’s 
house, but the mother’s name was hever 
mentioned in the family.’ I have heard that 
I remarkably resemble, in form and face, 
that sister; but since childhood I have never 
seen her. What témptations and trials 
caused her fall I do not know, but wherever 
she is my prayers will follow her. As for 
my not showing you this blotted page in 
our family history I did not think of it in 
connection with our affairs, but now, thank 
heaven! our marriage was a secret one. 
You return to your friends—henceforth I 
will be wedded to my profession.’ 

“After-reflection.changed Mr. Byrne's 
view of the subject. He followed Miss 
Heron to New York, urged her to forgive 
his injustice, and return with him to San 
Francisco; but all his persuasions, aided 
by the entreaties of her brother, whom he 
had enlisted in his ¢ause; did not avail to 
change her decision. Ambition took the 
place of love and made her heart, dumb to 
all his pleadings. Finding there was no 
hope he finally consented to a separation, 
though neither of them ever obtained a 
divorce. On being asked why she did not 
refute the aspersions made upon her char- 
acter by publishing the true facts connected 
with the separation of Mr. Byrne and her- 
self, Miss Heron said: 1 could not do it. 
The sister who was the unfortunate cause of 
our trouble could not cling to evil; bitterly 
repentant she changed her course of life 
and has married a gentleman of position 
and wealth, after making him acquainted 
with the errors of her past. Now she is 
aged and her days are spent in doing good to 
others. If I wrote a vindication of myself 
the public would expect names and particu- 
lars regarding her, which would tend to 
wound and humiliate her deeply; therefore 
I will bear it for my sister’s sake.“ 

Mr. Byrne returned to California, where 
he soon afterwards died. Miss Heron 
opened an engagement in New York City, 
which proved a brilliant success, after which 
she appeared throughout the country, and, 
returning to New York in 1857, was much 
admired at Wallack’s old theater as Ca- 
mille.“ a 

In December of the same year she married 
Robert Stoepel, a German musician of con- 
siderable ability and reputation, who was at 
that time orchestra leader at the above- 
named theater. After an extended tour 
through the States they visited England. 
Upon returning to America with her young 
daughter, Helen Wallace Stoepel, Mrs. Stoe- 
pel separated from her husband, being ever 
after known as Mme. Heron. Her whole in- 
terest was now centered in this child, her 
affection for whom was actually tigress- 
like in intensity and exclusiveness. Bijou, 
as the child was fondly called, was the day 
star of her existence; she feared lest any 
one should ever draw away from her the 
smallest particle of the little one’s love: 
Many of the eccentricities of the later years 
of Camille's“ life were traceable to this 
morbid affection for her little daughter. 
The woman's soul was wrapped around the 
girl. At a merry party of friends assem- 
bled in New York City ta celebrate the 18th 
birthday of little Bijou Mme. Heron, then 
in her happiest mood, spoke of the future, 
and her eyes filled with tears of pride as she 
led out her little girl, who nestled lovingly 
by her side, and said: “When Matilda Heron 
is gone, and that will not be long, you will 
all soon forget her. But here is her picture, 
her very life and soul, Take care of my 
Bijou.“ 

An enormous fortune was amassed by 
this great tragic actress Guring her remark- 
ably eventful theatric career, her carefully 
kept diary showing that her receipts from 
Camille“ alone had reached nearly a quar- 
ter of a million; yet, owing to expensive hab- 
its and luxurious tastes she was during her 
later years entirely depgndent upon her little 
daughter’s stage earnitérs and her own small 
income derived from her instructions in 
stage elocution. This condition, with or- 
dinary prudence, might have been avoided. 
Indeed, Mme. Heron might have been 
wealthy had she but limited her expenses 
to any reasonable degree. Even at the 
height of her success, when managers were 
paying her great sums, her agent, with much 
difficulty, kept her supplied with funds. She 
welcomed not only friends, but all whom she 
met, to a table bountifully laden with choic- 
est viands. Her most modest meal was a 
sumptuous feast. Then, again, while she 
numbered among her possessions numerous 
costly jewels and rare laces, as well as a 


surprising amount of elaborate goods of 


every description, yet for her to see an ex- 
pensive article of rarity and oddity, imme- 
diately summoned an uncontrollable desire 
to possess it, and she would at once obtain 
it, regardless of cost. The annual amount 


of her livery bills alone was ample to support 


a goodly sized family. She followed the 
scriptural injunction literally, and took no 
heed of the morrow. 

That this life of revelry could cease never 
occurred to her mind, and when her re- 


sources were finally exhausted her extrava- | 


gant desires still remained, and it was in- 
deed pitiful to note her disappointment and 
surprise in being unable to gratify them. 
And with this depletion of her funds she 
biterly experienced the cutting off of her 
association by those she so short a time be- 
fore had entertained as friends.“ 

At this point her halo of fame was trans- 
formed into a glare of notoriety. With de- 
cline of popularity, in every sense of the 
word, her life naturally became a troublous 
and sorrowful one. Her ability was soon 
forgotten, and she was remembered but as 
a flighty relic of a past decade. Finally, 
réalizing her unfortunate position, she be- 
came embittered and at enmity with the 
world at large; her thoughts turning to her 
creator then her life became one of profound 
devotion, and she sought in prayer the peace 
of mind she could not otherwise obtain. 

Matilda Heron’s last public appearance 
took place in April, 1876, at a performance 
of Medea“ for the benefit of her daughter. 

Shortly after this, during the initial per- 
formance of a pretty little play in which 
Bijou took a minor , the attention of 
the audience was divided literally between 
the players on the stage and a woman in the 
corner of the dress circle, who at every 
point of interest to her stood up and wildly 
waved her arms and handkerchief in token 
of admiration. At first the interruption was 
quite offensive, but as the play went on 
Mme. Heron was recognized, an pathy 
for the mother joined hands with pity for the 
weak and turned the 9 to a pleasure. 

Early in November ot e. Heron 
was taken seriously Ul, her. t being 
internal hemorrhage.

cold and cruel world.” By an act of the New 
York Legislature shortly afterward the 
name of Helen Wallace Stoepel was changed 
to that of Bijou Heron. This child, now over 
30 years of age, is Mrs. Henry Miller, the de- 
voted wife of Actor Miller, who achieved 
considerable success throughout the coun- 
try, especially in “Shenandoah” and The 
Masqueraders.“ 

“Camille” had selected for her epitaph the 
words, Here lies the Belle of the Season.

near her resting place. 

Well might Matilda Heron say at the 
close of her eventful life, in the words which 
end the play with which her memory will 
ever be identified:

civilization. Since the Clark and Lewis ex- 
picring expedition to the headwaters of the 
Missouri in 1804 St. Louis had been the sup- 
ply depot for the army in the West and the 
outfitting point for adventurous explorers 
and emigrants to the terra incognito be- 
yond the western confines of Missouri. When 
the civil war came on St. Louis, more pop- 
ulous then than Chicago and nearer the 
seene of active hostilities, increased in mili- 
tary importance, while Chicago served as a 
recruiting depot for the volunteer army 
and as a prison camp, safe by distance from 
an invasion of the enemy. St, Louis 
during the civil war was a strategic point, 
often threatened, which had to be held as a 
base of operations, from which to open the 
Mississippi ‘‘unfretted to the sea, and from

Approached jocularly by one of the 
strikers and insinuatingly asked, Tou 
wouldn't shoot one of us, would you?“ the 
soldier replied: 

Not unless the Captain ordhered me to.“ 

This tour of armed duty for the regulars 
was brief, but as highly effective as the serv- 
ice rendered six years before, and which has 
since subserved the best interests of Chicago 
in time of turmoil and strife. 

It is Interesting, with these three reminis- 
cences of regular army service in Chicago in 
mind, to recall the history of regular troops 
so far as they have left an impress on the 
annals of the city.

They find it just a trifle dull, the gay 
French capital. There is a concert theater 
on the first floor of the Eiffel Tower. Along 
the Champs Elysées there is a species of 
summer-night gayety, not too taking, in the 
celebrated eafés concerts of the Alcazar, the 
Horloge, and the Ambassadeurs. The Jardin

At the hotel tables the fish is bad, 
at the opera the dancers are back numbers 
and the singers débutantes. The big; brill 
iant boulevard, listless and petulant as it is, 
remains the center of the life of Paris dog- 
day nights. Summer excursion’ advertise- 
ments on temporary board walls mock one 
with their Fifteen Days in Switzerland,” 
Tour of the Norman Coast and Brittany,” 
and. The Casino of Dieppe,” but one for- 
gets them for the moment drinking beer 
along a street which is a show. 

No one drinks absinthe or Amer Picon at 
night, thanks to the counsels of an all-wise 
providence which has ordained that they 
will sicken any but a fiend when taken 
after meals. They. must be taken on an 
empty stomach, as the doctor prescribed ex- 
ercise for Sidney Smith. “But whose?’’ 
said Smith. If it be absinthe or Amer Picon 
let it not be yours or mine. This latter 
drink, which is more dangerous than ab- 
sinthe to the population, inasmuch as it 
appears to be less violent, while it is more 
stealthy, more insidious, has effects which 
are delightful but demoralizing. It comes 
in bottles, a blackish liquid, to be poured, 
with ice, into a goblet, say a quarter of a 
goblet, and then filled up with water. Many 
people flavor it with curacoa or lemon sirup, 
but you do not see it on the boulevard at 
night. They all drink beer who are not 


taking coffee, soft drinks, or light wines. 
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Beer at the Café Riche or Taverne Pous-

The Café Riche beer is the Hof-briu of 
Munich, while Pousset sells the darker and 
more bitter and slightly thicker Spaten. 
The places are ten steps apart, in the most 
brilliant quarter, so it matters nothing 
which you patronize so that you find a side- 
walk seat; while at some of the brightest 
and best brasseries a bleck below the drink 
is French or Belgian beer or beer of Stras- 
burg—over-mild, sweet, tasteless, sad to 
take and difficult to be digested. 

Having got your glass of beer no waiter 
will disturb you at your sidewalk table all 
the evening. Past you comes filing, like a 
pleasing nightmare, all the parading tinsel 
of Paris in the dog-days. The calls of the 
street peddlers give a music for their march- 
ing. They are like Wagner's . le¢it-motifs. 
And when they break in on reverie it is to 
Warn, to promise, to explain to the half- 
dreaming mind the meaning of it all, and 
tell you what the soul of Paris has within 
itself today.

‘Aiter his blindness young — was sent 
to the State Institution for the Blind, 


He had before acquired the ability to read 
and handle simple figures. In his work under 
the teachers of the blind his misfortune served 
to intensify the senses left him. If he could 
now read with much less facility than former- 
ly, still reading came to mean much more to 
him. His mind was free to throw all its pow- 
ers into forming conceptions suggested by the 
words. If he could not now manage large 
numbers so readily by the use of written fig- 
ures, he soon acquired the ability to carry and 
manipulate comparatively large numbers in 
— mind with marvelous accuracy and rapid: 
ty. 

Young Ferry’s advance from the institution 
for the biind to a city high school and thence 
to the State University was —— In his 
later studies he has always employed a reader 
to save time. Hoe selects for-this office a per- 
son who is willing to be guided, who will be a 
passive instrument and literally lend his 
eyes. In these years his rank as a student 
has always been good—among the best, iu 
fact; and in mathematics especially it has 
been extremely high. The construction for 
the most complex geometrical problem can 
be drawn in his mind and held there while the 
comparisons are being mads which lead to 
the solution. The profundities of the differ- 
ential and integral calculus so full of dread 
to most minds are pleasures to a mentality of 
his grasp and concentration.

So remarkably accurate are his 
movements on the street, in a jostling crowd, 
in descending a stairway two steps at a time, 
in entering a crowded iodging-house and find- 
mg the room of his friend and selecting 
the book he wishes to borrow in his 
friend’s absences, in traversing new 
paths with as much ease and confidence as 
those well known, in riding upon his bicycle 
along the busy streets, one is com pelled 
to wonder if the much-talked-of sixth sense 
be not here beautifuily exemplified; if some 
kind of yi vision more reliable than 
ordinar * be not his fortunate posses- 
sion. imself, does not know how to ac- 
count — ‘his success in moving arqund. He 
just goes where he wishes without any atten- 
tion to how he does it; without realizing that 
he is in any respect different from other men 
until the realization is forced upon him by 
somebody’s remark. 

Perry has already demonstrated his great 
ability in teachng. Among those students 
who are seeking the services of a private 
tutor, either to be prepared for the universi- 
ty or to remedy some backwardness in uni- 
versity studies, Perry’s success is well 
known and his instruction is widely sought.
